Louis’ will be looked after is as fol- 
lows :— | 

Two hundred ‘and fifty will first 
be landed in. Southampton, after 
which the St. Louis will-drop a 
second 250 in France and Belgium, 
while the rest will be temporarily 
accommodated in Holland. * 

This solution became possible be- 
cause the American-Jewish Commit- 
tee got into touch with the Refugee 
Committee and declared itself pre- 
pared to deposit $500 for every 
emigrant: on board the St. Louis. 

The emigrants will remain in 
England, France, Belgium and Hol- 
land until formalities for their en- 
try into the United States have 
been completed.—Trans-Ocean.

Reviewing the effects ‘in Japan 
of the protracted hostilities, the 
paper ‘declares that business will 
become more difficult and the 
struggle more tedious, and it must 
be evident that at some point a 
non-ruinous peace will appear far 
desirable to the Japanese people 
than the prospect of victory with 
inevitable impoverishment. 

Stating that the struggle between 
Japan and China is gradually en- 
tering the economic phase, the pa- 
per says that although air raids 
will continue, they will not effect 
the broad issue. Japan has accom- 
[plished all she’ can hope to accom- 
plish from a military point of view. 
In short, she has won the war, and, 
as her military leaders predicted, 
it has been an easy task. 

MILITARY FOOLED 

Japanese Army leaders, how- 
ever, it continues, did not foresee 
the present situation, where a na- 
tion, thoroughly beaten according 
to all military rules, refuses to sub- 
mit. The problems remaining are 
not of the kind which can be solv- 
ed by force and inevitably the Ja- 
panese civilian officials, those 
whom the army frequently pre- 
tends to despise, must take a more 
and more prominent share in the 
direction of affairs. , 

Two years ago, the paper goes on, 
it was generally believed that Ja- 
pan, a thriving industrial nation, 
was as much superior to China in 
economic power ‘as she undoubted- 
ly was ina military sense, In 


_| view of conditions to-day, that opin- 


ion must be revised. 


China’s strength, it says, is 


‘| broad-based. The war has’ demon- 
strated in a remarkable way that. 


that strength has its foundation in 
“the good earth”, and that no mil- 
itary reverses can destroy it. 
APATHY IN JAPAN 
Meanwhile, states Finance and 
Commerce, -the patriotic fervour in 
Japan, which acclaimed the out- 
break of hostilities, has largely sub- 


sided. Although there may be no 
suggestion of weakening in Ja- 
pan’s resolve to reach the goal of 
her ambitious desires, two years of 
war have brought the people of Ja- 
pan nothing in return for the sa- 
crifices made, but only further res- 
trictions on business enterprise 
with each succeeding week. Faced 
with continually increasing costs 
of living, it is not remarkable that 
war enthusiasm should be replac- 
ed by a feeling of apathy. 

The Japanese military authori- 
ties, it continues, have easily se- 
cured supplies in the country dis- 
tricts of the occupied territory 
through the circulation of their 
own notes “at the point of the ba- 
yonet,” .but it is now left for the 
other administrative bodies to clear 
up this mess. These notes, with- 
out backing of any kind, cannot be 
entirely repudiated and _ conse- 
quently they drag the yen steadily 
downward. ; 


NEW TREND IN CHINA 

While there is this depreciation 
in the yen and constant difficulties 
between Japan and other fpreign 
powers, the paper declares, China 
is directing all her energies to the 
development of resources in the 
great areas of territory outside Ja-. 
pan’s influence. While too much im- 
portance may easily be attached to 
the immediate possibilities of this 
new trend in industry, the results 
will be curnulative and two or three 
years hence China may find her- 
self in a stronger position than she 
is to-day. 

When Japan, eomewhat ‘boast- 
fully,” proclaimed that’ she was~ 
ready to pursue her present policy 
for the next five or ten years if 
necessary, Finance and Commerce 
concludes, she failed to take into 
account the steady drain upon her 
resources, accompanied as it will 
be by a slow but very definite im- 
provement in China’s prospects.—- 
Reuter,

Of Chinese Suspects 
By Japanese 


London, To-day. 


The Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, Mr. R. A. 
Butler, in a lengthy statement in the House of 
Commons yesterday, reviewed events leading 
up to the present grave situation at Tientsin. 


Mr. Butler said: “On April 9, the manager of the 

Federal Reserve Bank and the newly appointed 

- Superintendent of Customs were assassinated 
in the British Concession. 


“This was the first case of violence in the Conces- 
sion since the outbreak of the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities. The assassin, a Chinese, escaped. 


“The Municipal atithorities in- 
vited Japanese co-operation and 
carried out a number of raids in 
the Concession, as a result of which 
several arrests were made. 


HANDED TO JAPANESE 


“The Japanese authorities alleged 
that four of ‘these arrested men were 
smembers of a terrorisé gang’ ¢on- 
nected with the above murder, and 
with the death of three Japanese 
soldiers. ‘These men were handed 
over to the Japanese to1 question- 
ing. 

“They made confessions implicat- 
ing themselves, which, however, they 
liter retracted when returned to 
the custody of the British Muni- 
cipal authorities. 

“A warning proclamation was is- 
sued on June 7 that any breach of 
_ neutrality henceforth would ibe dealt 
with either by handing over the 
culprit to the de facto authorities 
for trial or by expulsion from the 
Concession. c 


CONFESSED UNDER TORTURE™ 

“The four men in question were 
arrested before issue of the pro- 
clamation. — 

“In the absence of evidence, con- 
necting them with the crime, other 
than their, own confession, made 
when in the custody of the Japan- 
ese, and as they alleged, under 

‘torture, the British _ Government 
have not felt justified in giving 
instructions for them to be handed 
over to the local district court. 

“This attitude was in accordance 
with the practice followed for the 
past 22 months. 

“The British Consul-General ac- 
cordingly informed © his Japanese 
colleague on June 7 that the four 
men would be held by him pending 
production of further. evidence, fail- 
ing which they would be eventually 
expelled from the Concession.

Mr. Butler replied he thought the 
Japanese authorities were aware of 
the British Government’s attitude. 

Sir J. ‘S. Wardlaw-Milne (Con- 
gervative) asked whether it had not 
been the custom in the past, and 
whether it would not be possible in 
the future, to establish a court or 
to send these men to one of the 
courts: within: the - British -Conces- 
sion, where they could be tried with 
all evidence. 


EVERY POSSIBILITY - 


Mr. Butler said there were,. par- 
ticular circumstances in this case, 
and he was quite sure every pos- 
sibility would. be considered. 

Mr, F, J. Bellenger (Labour) said 
both -he and the Hopse would wel- 
come a satisfactory’ statement that 
the British Government would’. not 
tolerate what the Japanese stated 
they would do, namely blockade the 
British Concession at Tientsin. 

Mr. Butler thought Mr. Bellenger 
had better refer to the last sentence 
in his answer, which stated. the 
situation wads serious.—Reuter..

“IF ENEMY USED SPAIN 
AS A BASE | 


Until quite recently Gibraltar had 
been turning a commercial eye upon 
its singular position and history. 
For want of more serious purposes 
some of the subterranean galleries 
and bomb-proof batteries were open- 
ed to the tourists landing almost 
every day from calling ships. 

That phase is over. Such sight- 
seers’ objectives as the Middle Gal-

draft owing to the proximity-of-their

Apple Day each summer, writes’ R. C. Robertson- 
‘Glasgow, nor have I the powers of divination attri- 
buted to Madame Tabouis; but, if some upheaval 
of Nature were to plunge me into the position of 
sole selector of the England cricketers to play the 
West Indies to-morrow, I would present, not for 
argument, but for interest, the following team (in

Verity, against the best bats- 
men in the world, and in a long, drawn- 
out battle, I consider to be the greatest

THE JEWEL, OF THE GHETTO 


OT so long ago,.in the roar- 
ing city of New York, a big 
fight wasn’t just a fight—it was 
a civil war!.

Many gam- 
blers had been financially knocked out 
when Ruby took the fatal ten and the 
West Side rubbed in their victory in 
the worst way... .! 

But it was a fight of which New 
York still talks, and it was a_ first 
round that has few parallels. It was 
a duel between Broadsword and Rapler, 
in which the Broadsword left the Ra- 
pier twisted and shattered, ‘glinting 
piteously under the lights... .
